General Eisenhower has charged that 
the Democratic administration is solely 
responsible for the loss of China.

For one thing, the Unit- 
ed States News & World 
Report, a pro-Eisenhower 
publication, has just com- 
pleted its preliminary mid- 
term campaign report, 
based upon a nation-wide 
pie, survey made by a trained 
staff of political analysts. It is interesting 
to note that the magazine, after reporting 
that many of the signs point in the direc- 
tion of a tide running in favor of the Re- 
publicans, comes up with this conclusion: 

“But a close study of elections back to 
1928 indicates the tide will hate to be ter- 
rific to insure an Eisenhower victory in No- 
vember. Voting trends, up to now, show 
no abnormal swing away from the Demo- 
crats.’’ 

That means that Gov. Adlai Stevenson, 
the Democratic nominee, should run as well 
or better than President Truman did four 
years ago. The statistical advantage runs 
even stronger in his favor for the reason that 


‘there are no splinter party movements this 


year to take away part of the normal Demo- 
cratic support. 

The Republicans’ chief hope of victory 
turns on the unrest and unpopularity of the 
Truman administration growing out of the 
scandals of the past few years. An effort— 
a studied effort—is being made to blow this 
up as the. overriding issue of the campaign. 
Things could take that sort of turn. But the 
response President Truman is getting on his 
present cross-country whistle-stop tour hardly 
justifies any such conclusion. 

As matters stand today, the Democrats 
seem fairly well certain of the 176 electoral 
votes of the Southern and border states, the 
latter including Kentucky, Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri, West Virginia and Maryland. No one 
takes seriously any threat of losing some of 
the Southern states, despite the defection 
of a few soreheads like Governor Byrnes of 
South Carolina and Governor Shivers of 
Texas. “On the Atlantic seaboard, New York, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island appear to 
be in the bag with 65 votes. 

Add the 27 votes of Lllinois, Stevenson’s 
home state, to these and you have the elec- 
tion won without even considering the 79 
votes of 11 Western states, all of which Presi- 
dent Truman carried the last time with the 
exception of one. Nor does it include the 
possibility of picking up such Middle West- 
ern states like Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
Minnesota, with 69 votes involved. Steven- 
son could carry all of these.

butter, chestnuts, feathers, fruit, hay, honey, 
nuts, onions, potatoes and sage. (The feath- 
ers, incidentally, are going at 60 cents a 
pound. ) 

All this is admirable. Such seems a .use- 
ful purpose of The Market Bulletin, a pub- 
lication for those who live on the farm. 
There is an editorial on the back ‘page 
signed by Mr. Linder which explains why 
cattle prices are down. The tenor of the 
presentation appears to be most reasonable 
On page 7 hog prices at various 
markets are quoted. 

Now we have come to page 1. There is 
a large headline which says “‘CONSTITU- 
TIONAL AMENDMENTS, Editorial by Tom 
Linder.’’ The preface to this article says 
that it is Mr. Linder’s purpose ‘“‘to give the 
people, through The Bulletin, a factual analy- 
sis of some of these amendments.” 

Starting with first things first, the initial 
editorial deals with Amendment No. 1. The 
very first paragraph of the editorial has 
this to say, in part: 

“It does not extend the county unit to the 


general election. Under it all primaries will - 


still be under the county unit and all gen- 
eral elections will be under the popular vote 
system. Therefore, the argument for county 
unit or against county unit is not involved 
in the vote on this amendment.” 

From there the editorial goes on for 20 or 
sO paragraphs. 

Without going into Mr. Linder’s presenta- 
tion, its metits or lack of merit, we can only

President Wilson, as Did Stevenson, 


Had Problem in Securing Good Men 


Chicago—On September -27, Governor 
Stevenson, in explaining the gifts he had 
made to certain state officials, observed: 


‘‘When J became governor in 1938, I re- 
solved to get the best possible men for the 
key positions in my administration. I suc- 
ceeded in inducing a number of fine citizens 
to work for our state government, some of 
them at great financial sacrifice to them- 
selves and their families. 

. . I need not point out that the single 
object of these gifts was to improve the 
quality of public administration in Illinois. 
I think the recipients of these gifts deserve 
well of me and I think these gifts have 
helped to make it possible for them to serve 
the state. In some cases they have rejected 
offers in private employment of more than 
double their present compensation.”’ 

In trying to secure able men on inade- 
quate government salaries, Governor Ste- 
venson did not face a new problem in our 
history. President Wilson faced the same 
problem and his solution to it was the same 
as Governor Stevenson’s. On July 12, 1914, 
for instance, President Wilson wrote to an 
old friend, Cleveland Dodge: 

“Something you once, in your great gen- 
erosity, offered to do for me when I wanted 
Harry Fine to accept the post of ambassador 
to Germany, emboldens me to turn to you in 
a great difficulty with which I find myself 
brought face to face. Walter Page is obliged 
to spend $25,000 a year more than the govern- 
meht allows him or he has to spend. He must 
come home unless I can find the money for 
him from some source that will put him 
under no obligation which will in any way 
touch him in the performance of his duties. 

‘“‘Will you forgive me and understand me, 
if I turn to you? I know that you will, and 
that you will come to my aid if you can. 
I know of no other friend like you, and of 
no other friend to whom I could afford to 
turn, in such a matter and with such a re- 
quest. You will tell me if you cannot do it; 
and if you can, it will be help that I can 
afford, in honor and with unmeasured con- 
fidence to accept. Thank God that it is so, 
and that there is room somewhere for per- 
ect wet. 1. 

Dodge replied the next day: 

‘It is needless to say that I fully. under- 
stand and appreciate the situation and con- 
sider it a great joy to be able and privi- 
leged to help you and the whole country in 
the way which you suggest... 

“*) , . I can attend to this little matter 
without embarrassment, and will gladly pro- 
vide the whole sum which is needed to re- 
pay Mr. P. at the rate of $25,000 per an- 
num, till he leaves his present post... .”’

How can I know the will of God for my 
life? Many. will never know because God 
does not reveal Himself to triflers. No one 
can walk into His holy presence on flip- 
pant feet. If we merely pray, ‘Lord, this 
is my will» I hope you will approve,”® you 
are wasting your breath. Only those who 
sincerely want God’s will and have faith 
enough in Him to dedicate themselves to 
His will, can ever know it. To pray, ‘‘Lord, 
show me Thy will. If I like it I will accept 
it,”’ is a futile prayer. You must accept it 
before you know it. Whether or not you 
can do that depends on what opinion you 
have of God. 


To the sincere, God reveals His will in- 
many ways. Often we learn through the 
process we call insight. A psychiatrist said 
to: me once, ‘Either a me : 
person has insight or he 
doesn’t. It isn’t some- 
thing which can be 
learned.” But it is some- 
can 


give. 

I have talked with 
people with baffling prob- 
lems. Maybe they have 
tossed many weary hours 
trying to sleep, but could 
not because of that prob- es 
lem. In the quietness of the renter’ s study 
we have talked about God and His love and 
concern for us. After a prayer, we talked 
about the problem. And not once, but many 
times, I have seen a light on their faces, 
as suddenly the answer came. The person 
suddenly thought of the solution. But I say 
God gave them insight. Sometimes it is 
called the ‘“‘inner light.” 

God may reveal His will through the ad- 
vice of others, through circumstances, 
through the experiences of history, through 
the discovery of His laws through scientific 
investigations, through the voice of His 
church. Certainly we see His will as we 
study the life and teachings of Jesus. 

I have a little radio which I carry in my 
bag. At home I can hear any station in 
Atlanta which I turn to. But if I get too 
far away, the voice of the station is blotted 
out. It is the same radio—the station is 
broadcasting with the same power. But I 
have gone too far away. Many miss God’s 
voice because they are toe far away from 
Him. 

The assurance that you are within the 
will of God does more to eliminate the fears 
and worries of life than any other one thing. 
I quote Dante again: ‘In His will is our 
peace.’’ Surrender to His will takes the 
dread out of tomorrow. 
lutely we know, that if we do His will to- 
day, tomorrow will be according to His will. 
I am not a fatalist, instead I can say with 
the Psalmist, ‘‘I have not seen the righteous 
forsaken.”’ (37:25.) 

So Jesus teaches us that the first three 
petitions of our prayer must be with our 
eyes fixed firmly on God. There is a place 
in prayer to talk about. our own needs, and 
our Lord assures us it is right-to pray for 
ourselves, but first God must fill our minds 
before we come to our own problems. Then 
we are ready to talk about what we want 
Him to do for us.

The Menlovians 
Get Together 


Acting on the notation in this corner that 
there are five Menlos in the VU. S. besides 
the one in Chattooga County, Ga., the ener- 
getic Mrs. Ernest Kennedy of the Georgia 
town has just about formed a national asso- 
ciation of Menlovians. To each of the other 
Menlos—in Kansas, Iowa and Washington— 
and to the Menlo Parks in New Jersey and 
California, she sent a friendly get-acquainted 
note telling how her town was so named be- 
cause the founder, Andrew Jackson Law- 
rence, admired Thomas A. Edison, the ‘‘Wiz- 
ard of Menlo Park.”’ 

The other Menlos replied in kind. The 
new Jersey town which Edison made famous 
sent the story of how the inventor turned 
a ‘country settlement into 
a thriving city. Menlo 
Park, N. J., became the 
birthplace not only of the 
phonograph and the in- 
candescent light, but al- 
so of the stock ticker, the 
dynamo, the electric rail- 
way and the motion pic- 
ture. The busy city is no 
more. Mrs. Kennedy’s 
correspondent. there de- 
scribes the modern Menlo 
Park as a “‘sleepy little town.” 

The Menlo Park in California was not 
named for the home of the Edison Labora- 
tories, but for Menlough, County Galway, 
Ireland, from whence came the two men who 
Coast community.. ‘‘A 
Friendly City of Homes,”’ says the Chamber 
of Commerce folder from this residential 
town, population, 21,587. 

The 443 population of our Georgia Menlo 
ranks it at the head of the class, residents- 
wise. That’s not counting the two Menlo : 
Parks. : 

An elderly correspondent in the Kansas 
town lists its population as 43 families or 
116 persons and the business district as a 
restaurant, a grocery store, a pool hall, a 
variety store, two grain elevators, and a 
post office. The Kansas community is de- 
pendent on wheat. It started out as Mistie 
and switched names after a cyclone almost 
blew the original settlement off the map. 

Washington State’s Menlo is in the cheese 
country—population 300, a cheese factory, 
garage, post office, general store, beauty 
shop and consolidated high school. The 
cheese comes mostly from the milk of Hol- 
steins and Guernseys. 

The Iowan who wrote to Mrs. Kennedy 
arrived in her Menlo in 1883. She thinks 
the name was drawn from a hat. The town 
has shrunk because of “‘lack of factories and 
of ways to hold the young people.’’ The 
present population pushes 400. 

Mrs. Kennedy has had a good time with 
her project. Her letters have been carried in 
the hometown papers in the five other states. 
The Summerville News has published the 
replies which gave data on the widely scat- 
tered towns with the same name as the one 
up at the foot of Shinbone Mountain. She 
thinks the correspondence may continue in 
a way that will keep all the Menlos in touch,
